The  EccIeAia^tical  Comitiidtfionerd  for  Englnnd  submitj  ilk 
accordance  with  the  26th  Section  of  the  Actl3  &  14  Vict.  o.  94., 
and  the  10th  Section  of  the  Act  17  &  18  V^ict  c.  116.»  a  Report 
of  their  proceedings  for  the  year  preceding  the  let  of  November 
1896. 

An  abetract  of  the  accounts  of  the  Commiseioners  for  tho  same 
period  is  annexed,  in  compliance  with  the  directions  of  the  first- 
named  Act  See  Appendix,  No.  1.  Tlie  Report  of  the  Auditor 
will  be  found  at  page  22. 

The  grants  which  haye  been  secured  by  the  Commissioners  to 
Benefices,  Districts,  and  New  Parishes  during  the  past  year, 
including  grants  for  one  year  only  to  certain  Benefices  within  the 
Parish  of  Manchester,  and  including  also  grants  made  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Rochd&le  Vicarage  Act,  1866,  are  enumerated 
in  the  Appendix,  Nos.  2,  3,  4,  and  5.  The  Instruments  for 
confirming  such  grants  appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  31. 

Certain  grants  have  also  been  made  by  the  CommisAioners  to 
meet  benefactions  under  the  provldons  of  the  15th  Section  of  the 
Act  23  &  24  Vict.  c.  124.,  with  a  view  to  making  temporary 
provision  for  the  cure  of  souls  in  districts  in  which  large  masses 
of  population  are  collected  for  the  purpose  of  working  mines.  The 
particulars  of  these  grants  will  be  found  iu  the  Appendix,  No.  6. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  29  &  30  Vict.  c.  111.  s.  9., 
certain  Benefices  have  been  endowed  or  augmented  through  the 
medium  of  the  Commissioners.  The  particulars  of  thouo  casea 
appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  7. 
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A  return  of  Superannuation  Allowances  granted  under  the  Act 
28  &  29  Vict.  c.  68.,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  No.  29. 

Copies  of  all  Schemes  and  Representations  prepared  by  the 
Commissioners^  and  sanctioned  aod  approved  by  Her  Mtjesty  iu 
Council,  and  copies  of  all  Instruments  sealed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners and  published  in  the  London  Gazette,  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix,  Nos.  30,  31,  and  32. 

The  Commissioners  have  to  report  that  upon  the  whole 
their  income  has  been  fairly  maintained  during  the  past  year ;  a 
diminution  in  the  receipts  from  agricultural  lands,  tithe  rent- 
charges  and  minerals  has  been  met  by  increased  receipts  from 
property  in  London,  and  by  a  temporary  reduction  in  certain 
items  of  expenditure  attaching  to  the  estates. 

After  setting  apart  as  Capital  another  sum  of  85,000/.  out  of 
their  receipts  from  minerals  towards  meeting  the  permanent 
charge  upon  the  Common  Fund  in  respect  of  annual  grants 
secured  prior  to  the  3l6t  of  October,  1887,  the  Commissioners  are 
.in  a  position  to  appropriate  for  the  current  year  a  sum  of 
150,000/.  for  the  augmentation  and  endowment  of  Benefices,  and 
this  sum  will  be  distributed  in  the  following  manner : — 

1.  45,000/.  (a)  in  meeting  Benefactions   offered   in  favour    of 

Benefices,  by  grants  of  capital  in  augmentation  of  incomes, 
or  towards  providing  and  improving  parsonage  house?,  and 
(b)  in  meeting  Benefactions  of  2,000/.  in  each  case  towards 
the  maintenance  of  Assistant  Curates  for  poor  Parishes 
where  the  population  is  not  less  than  6,000  persons. 

2.  30,000/.  in  endowing  Churches  in  public  patronage  to  which 

Districts  liave  been  legally  assigned  since  the  date  of  the 
Census  of  1881,  containing  in  each  case  a  population  of 
4,000  persons  at  the  date  of  such  assignment. 

8.  75,000/.  iu  meeting  local  claims,  and  cases  to  which  the  Com- 
missioners are  already  pledged. 

During  a  period  of  fifty-aix  years,  extending  from  1840, (when 
the  Common  Fund  was  first  created)  to  the  31st  of  October  last, 
the  Commissioners  have  augmented  and  endowed  upwards  of 
5,700  Benefices  by  annual  payments  charged  on  the  Fund ;  by 
capital  sums  expended  in  the  provision  of  parsonage  houses,  &c. ; 
and  by  the  annexation  of  lands,  titlie  rentcharges,  &c.  The  value 
of  these  grants  exceeds  808,835/.  per  annum,  in  perpetuity,  and 
is  equivalent  to  a  capital  sum  of,  say,  24,320,9()0/.  The  value 
of  Benefactions,  consisting  of  lands,  tithe,  and  other  rentcharges, 
stock,  cash,  &c.  secured  to  Benefices,  and  met  for  the  most  part 
by  grants  from  the  Commissioners,  exceeds  181,940/.  per  annum 
in  perpetuity,  and  is  equivalent  to  a  permanent  increase  of 
endowment  of,  say,  5,458,200/.  A  sum  exceeding  26,000/.  per 
annum  is  also  contributed  by  Benefactors  to  meet  the  Commis- 
sioners' grants  for  curates  in  mining  districts.     The  total  increase

COMMISSIONERS.

Mt  Loedb  IVD  GaaTLuaar,  aSnd  Febnuiy  1897. 

I  HATB  the  honour  to  lepori  thai  the  books  and  aooonntB  of  the 
OommiMioii  for  the  year  to  Slat  October  1896  haye  been  examined  by  mj 
pcedeoeesor,  Mr.  Biohard  Mflla,  and  myaelf,  and  thai  the  foregoing 
abfllraeta  of  the  aame  axe  ooneot,  aabjeoty  as  regaida  the  SammarieB  of 
Rental  Aoooant8»  to  the  oomplefcion  of  the  detailed  examination  in  the 
Bental  Department  of  yonr  offioe  of  a  portion  of  the  Aoooanta  rendered  bj 
the  ReoeiTera. 

In  the  coone  of  the  examination  of  the  aooonnta  two  cases  came  under 
my  notioe  in  which  the  amounts  granted  by  the  Ck>mmiB8ionet8  from  their 
Odnunon  Fnnd  for  the  erection  or  acquisition  of  parsonage  houses  were  in 
excess  of  the  statutory  limit  fixed  by  the  Act  29  4  30  Yict.  c.  111.  s.  11. 

I  brought  these  cases  before  the  Gommissione^  in  my  letter  of  the 
11th  October  1896,  and  from  the  reply  of  your  Secretary,  dated 
14ih  Noyember  1896,  I  learn  that  the  intention  of  this  enactment  has 
only  been  considered  by  the  Commissioners  as  limiting  their  powers  in 
the  case  of  grants  made  to  meet  local  ckims,  and  not  as  depriylng  them  of 
discretion  as  to  appropriating  to  the  same  object  any  further  amounts  to 
be  granted  to  meet  priyate  benefactions  from  non-ecclesiastical  souroea. 
I  haye  also  been  informed  that,  in  future,  the  OommissionerB  contemplate 
either  limitiog  the  grants  in  the  latter  class  of  cases  to  the  amount 
apeoified  in  the  Act  already  quoted,  or  procuring  the  insertion  of  a  dause 
in  any  Bill  relating  to  the  Gommissioners*  proceedings  which  may  here- 
after be  before  Parliament  for  remoying  any  doubt  as  to  their  discretionary 
power  in  this  matter. 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  OommissionerB,  a  further 
sum  of  85,0001.  has  been  charged  against  the  Common  Fund  in  the 
moonnt«>  of  the  past  year,  and  set  apart  by  transfer  to  the  Benefices 
Augmented  and  Endowed  Capital  Account  (No.  2),  towards  securing  the 
capital  represented  by  annual  Grants  charged  upon  the  Common  Fund 
prior  to  Slst  October  1887,  as  mentioned  in  the  last  Report  of  my 
predecessor.  The  sums  thus  set  apart  in  respect  of  those  Grants  now 
amount  to  245,0001 

The  balances  of  Cash  and  Stock  on  31st  October  last  haye  been  yerified 
by  Oertificatea  famished  by  the  Bank  of  England,  and  by  inspection  of 
the  Certificates  of  the  Railway  Debenture  Stocks^  fto.,  held  by  the 
CommisBioners.

116, 
a  Schedule  is  annexed  of  all  sales  of  reversions,  and  enfranchise- 
ments of  copyholds,  and  purchases  of  leasehold  or  copyhold 
interests  effected,  and  also  ol  all  cusos  of  refusal,  with  the  special 
reasons  for  the  same.     See  Appendix,  Nos.  21  and  22. 

A  list  of  the  sales  effected  and  of  the  leases  granted  with  the 
f'anction  of  the  Commissioners,  under  the  authority  of  "  The 
Ecclesiastical  Leasing  Acts,"  "  The  Leeds  Vicarage  Act,"  and  the 
Act  24  &  25  Vict.  c.

I  BEG  to  report  that  I  have  examined  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Commission  for  the  year  to  31st  October  1897,  and 
that  the  foregoing  Abstracts  of  the  same  are  correct,  subject,  as 
regards  the  Summaries  of  the  Rental  Accounts,  to  the  completion 
of  the  detailed  examination  in  the  Department  of  the  Accounts 
rendered  by  the  Receivers. 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Commissioners,  a 
further  sum  of  85,000/.  has  been  charged  against  the  Common 
Fund  in  the  accounts  of  the  past  year,  and  set  apart  by  transfer  to 
the  Benefices  Augmented  and  Endowed  Capital  Account  (No.  2), 
towards  securing  the  capital  represented  by  annual  Grants  charged 
upon  the  Common  Fund  prior  to  31st  October  1887,  as  mentioned 
in  previous  Reports.  The  sums  thus  set  apart  in  respect  of 
those  Grants  now  amount  to  330,000Z. 

The  balances  of  Cash  and  Stock  on  31st  October  last  have 
been  verified  by  Certificates  obtained  from  the  Bank  of  England, 
and  by  inspection  of  the  Certificates  of  the  Railway  Debenture 
Stocks,  &c.,  held  by  the  Commissioners.

The  Ecclesiastical  (Jomiiiissiouers  for  England  submit,  in 
accordance  with  the  26th  Section  of  the  Act  13  &  14  Vict.  c.  94, 
and  the  10th  Section  of  the  Act  17  &  18  Vict.  c.  116,  a  Report 
of  their  proceedings  for  the  year  preceding  the  1st  of  November, 
1898. 

An  abstract  of  the  accounts  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  same 
period  is  annexed,  in  compliance  with  the  directions  of  the  firsts 
named  Act.  See  Appendix,  No.  1.  The  Rejwrt  of  the  Auditor 
will  be  found  at  page  22. 

The  grants  which  have  been  secured  by  the  Commissioners  to 
Benefices,  Districts,  and  New  Parishes  during  the  past  year, 
including  grants  for  one  year  only  to  certain  Benefices  within  the 
Parish  of  Manchester,  and  including  also  grants  made  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Rochdale  Vicarage  Act,  1866,  and  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Winwick  Rectory  Act,  1884,  are  enumerated  in 
the  Appendix,  Nos.  2,  3,  4,  and  5.  The  Instruments  for  con* 
firming  such  grants  appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  33. 

Certain  grants  have  also  been  made  by  the  Commissioners  to 
meet  benefactions  under  the  provisions  of  the  15th  Section  of  the 
Act  23  &  24  Vict,  c,  124,  with  a  view  to  making  temporary 
provision  for  the  cure  of  souls  in  districts  in  which  large  masses 
of  population  are  collected  for  the  purpose  of  working  mines.  The 
particulars  of  these  grants  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  No.  6. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  29  &  80  Vict.  c.  Ill,  s.  9, 
certain  Benefices  have  been  endowed  or  augmented  through  the 
medium  of  the  Commissioners.  The  particulars  of  these  cases 
appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  7. 

The  particulars  relating  to  the  augmentation  of  a  Benefice 
under  the  provisions  of  ^'The  Lord  Chancellor's  Augmentation 
Act,  1863/  are  specified  in  the  Appendix,  No.  8. 
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Schemes  have  been  passed  for  auguienting  the  incomes  of 
certain  Benefices  ont  of  the  incomes  of  certain  other  Benefices  ; 
for  transferring  or  assigning  the  patronage  of  certain  Benefices  ; 
and  for  exchanging  the  patronage  of  certain  Benefices.  See 
Appendix,  Nos.  9,  10,  and  11. 

Under  the  Acts  3  4  4  Vict.  c.  113,  32  4  33  Vict.  c.  94,  and 
60  4  61  Vict.  c.  113,  a  Scheme  has  been  passed  for  consolidating 
into  one  Benefice  the  Office  or  Place  of  First  or  Head  Minister  or 
Chaplain,  and  the  Office  or  Place  of  Second  Minister  in  the 
Chnrch  of  St.  Paal,  Liverpool,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster  and 
Diocese  of  Liverpool.    See  Appendix,  No.  32,  page  77. 

Under  "  The  Church  Building  Acts,"  and  "  The  New  Parishes 
Acts,'*  the  following  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Commissioners,  viz. : — 

Forty  Districts  have  been  constituted  for  assigned  under  the 
designation  of  either — 

1.  District  Chapelries.     See  Appendix,  No.  12. 

2.  Consolidated  Chapelries.    See  Appendix,  No.  18. 

3.  Districts  and  New  Parishes.      See  Appendix,  No.  14. 

A  tabular  statement  showing  the  various  classes  of  Districts, 
and  the  number  of  Districts  in  each  class,  which  were  formed 
oy  the  late  Church  Building  Commissioners  during  the 
period  of  the  existence  of  that  Board,  and  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners  up  to  the  1st  of  November,  1897,  and  also  the 
classes  and  numbers  of  Districts  formed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners  in  the  year  preceding  the  1st  of  November, 
1898,  is  given  in  the  Appendix,  No.  15. 

The  boundaries  of  thirteen  Districts  or  New  Parishes  have  been 
altered.    See  Appendix,  No.  16. 

An  Order  authorising  the  performance  in  Christ  Church,  South 
Minims,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex  and  Diocese  of  London, 
of  the  offices  of  Marriage,  Baptism,  Churching,  and  Burial, 
has  been  issued  by  ine  Commissioners.  See  Appendix, 
No.  17. 

In  three  cases  new  Churches  have  been  substituted  for  old 
or  existing  Parish  Churches.    See  Appendix,  No.  18. 

The  Commissioners  have  formally  approved  a  (Jhurch  for  the 
District  or  New  Parish  of  Saint  Mark,  Mansfield,  in  the 
(bounty  of  Nottingham  and  Diocese  of  Southwell.  See 
Appendix,  No.  19. 

Scales  of  Pew  Rents  have  been  fixed  for  two  Churches.  See 
Appendix,  No.  20. 

In  eleven  cases  Tables  of  Fees  have  been  authorised.  See 
Appendix,  No.  21. 


One  hundred  and  sixteen  Conveyances  of  Sites  for  churoheSi 
burial  grounds,  parsonage  houses,  and  glebe  respectively  have 
been  accepted.     See  Appendix,  No,  22. 

The  Commissioners  have,  at  the  request  of  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  passed  a  Scheme,  under  the  Acts  6  &  7  Will.  4,  e.  77, 
and  5  Vict.  sess.  2,  c.  26,  for  providing  the  Archbishop  with  a 
more  convenient  house  of  residence.  See  Appendix  No.  32,  page  84. 
Under  this  Scheme  the  house  and  premises  known  as  Addington 
Park,  in  the  County  of  Surrey,  one  of  the  residences  of 
the  Archbishop,  have  been  sold  for  the  sum  of  45,000/. 
and  out  of  the  net  proceeds  of  such  sale  another  residence  is  now 
being  erected  on  part  of  the  site  of  the  ancient  Archiepiscopal 
palace  at  Canterbury. 

In  the  C/ommissioners^  forty-ninth  Report  it  was  reported  that  the 
8am  of  3,815Z.  14^.  id.y  being  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  Danbury  Palace,  had  been  carried  to  the  Saint  Albans 
Bbhopric  Endowment  Fund  towards  the  provision  of  a  suitable 
episcopal  residence  for  the  Bishop  of  that  See,  and  during  the  past 
year  a  site  for  such  residence,  containing  3a.  8r.  S^p.  of  land, 
and  situate  at  Saint  Albans,  has  been  purchased  for  the  sum  of 
2,500i.,  provided  out  of  the  said  Fund. 

Under  the  provisions  ot  the  Bishoprics  Act,  1878,  the  Bishopric 
of  Bristol  Act,  1884,  and  the  Bishopric  of  Bristol  Amend- 
ment Act,  1894,  a  Scheme  has  been  passed  for  effecting  certain 
arrangements  relating  to  the  Bishopric  of  Bristol.  See  Appendix, 
No.  32,  page  72. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Acts  6  &  7  Will.  4,  c.  77,  and  fi  Vict.  sess.  2, 
c.  26,  a  Scheme  has  been  passed  for  providing  the  Bishop  of' 
Bristol  with  a  more  convenient  house  of  residence.  See 
Appendix,  No.  32,  page  161.  Under  this  Scheme  it  has  been 
agreed  to  sell  the  house  and  premises  known  as  No.  20,  Berkeley 
Square,  in  the  City  of  Bristol,  provided  by  the  Rev.  H.  A. 
Daniel  for  an  episcopal  house  of  residence  for  the  Bishop  of  Bristol, 
and  the  net  proceeds  of  such  sale,  together  with  certain  funds  in 
the  Conmdssioners'  hands  available  for  the  purpose,  will  be  applied 
to  the  provision  of  another  residence  on  a  site  which  has  been  given 
at  Kedland  Qreen,  in  the  suburbs  of  Bristol,  by  Mr.  Qreville 
Edwards. 

Under  the  Acts  6  &  7  Will.  4,  c.  77,  and  5  Vict.  sess.  2,  c.  26, 
a  Scheme  has  been  passed  for  authorising  certain  further  addi- 
tions and  improvements  at  the  episcopal  residence  belonging  to  the 
See  of  Peterborough,  which  is  situate  in  the  City  of  Peterborough, 
without,  however,  creating  any  charge  on  the  funds  under  the 
control  of  the  Commissioners.      See  Appendix,  No.  32,  page  35. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  37  &  38  Vict.  c.  63, 
and  the  Acts  therein  referred  to,  a  Scheme  has  been  passed  by 
which  the  re-arrangement  of  certain  Kural  Deaneries  in  the 
BioceBe  of  London  £»  been  effected.    See  Appendix,  No.  28.

A  list  of  Benefices  for  which  Government  Stocks  and  other 
Securities  derived  from  the  investment  of  Purchase  Monevs 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Glebe  Lands  Act,  1888,  have  been 
transferred  into  the  name  of  the  Commissioners,  is  given  in  the 
Appendix,  No.  29. 

A  Benefice  on  behalf  of  which  additional  Railway  Stock  has 
been  transferred  into  the  name  of  the  Commissioners  in  respect  of 
endowment,  &c.,  provided  by  benefactors  is  named  in  Appendix 
No.  29a. 

The  particulars  of  certain  grants  voted  by  the  Commissioners 
out  of  the  moneys  paid  over  to  them  under  the  provisions  of  the 
City  of  London  Parochial  Charities  Act,  1883,  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix,  No.  30. 

A  Return  of  a  Superannuation  Allowance  granted  under  the  Act 
28  and  29  Vict.,  c.  68,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  No.  31. 

Copies  of  all  Schemes?  and  Representations  prepared  by  the 
(.'Ommissioners  and  sanctioned  and  approved  by  Her  Majesty  in 
Council,  and  Copies  of  all  Instruments  sealed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners and  published  in  the  "  London  Gazette,"  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix,  Nos.  32,  33,  34,  and  35. 

The  (Commissioners  have  had  under  their  consideration  the  best 
means  of  avoiding  the  diminution  of  the  income  of  the  Common 
Fund,  and  also  of  the  incomes  of  Incumbents  of  Benefices  and  other 
beneficiaries  on  whose  behalf  they  held  a  large  amount  of  2|/.  per 
cent.  Consolidated  Stock,  which  would  result  from  the  reduction 
of  the  dividend  thereon  in  1903.  The  Commissioners  have 
accordingly  effected  the  sale  of  the  whole  of  the  Consols 
standing  in  their  name,  and  have  veinvested  the  proceeds 
in  Metropolitan  and  London  County  Stock.  Out  of  the 
stock  thus  acquired,  with  similar  stock  previously  held  by 
them,  the  Commissioners  have  been  able  to  provide  sufficient 
Metropolitan  (Consolidated  31,  per  cent.  Stock  (irredeemable  until 
1941)  in  exchange  for  the  Consols  standing  to  the  credit  of  the 
Trust  Accounts.  In  the  result  there  has  been  a  slight  addition  to 
the  capital  and  there  will  be  a  substantial  increase  in  the  income 
during  a  period  of  upwards  of  40  years.

See  Appendix  No.  1,  pages  14 
and  15. 

For  some  years  past  the  Commissioners  have  been  strongly 
urged  to  make  payment  by  quarterly  instead  of  by  half-yearly  instal- 
ments of  the  stipends  of  Incumbents  and  of  other  periodical 
charges  upon  the  Common  Fund,  and  the  proposal  has 
received  their  very  careful  consideration.  Hitherto  the  Com- 
missioners have  felt  that  the  disturlmnce  of  their  financial  arrange- 
ments and  the  additional  labour  and  expense  which  the  change 
wonid  involve,  precluded  them  from  making  the  concession 
desired,  but,  having  regard  to  the  continued  difficulties  and 
straitened  circumstances  of  the  clergy  generally,  they  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  compliance  with  the  request  should  no 
longer  l)e  withheld.  The  Commissioners  have  accordingly,  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty't» 
Treasury,  made  a  small  increase  in  their  staff  to  enable 
them  to  meet  the  additional  labour  to  be  thrown  upon  the  office 
by  the  contemplated  change,  and  they  propose  that  the  new 
arrangement  shall  lake  effect  duiing  the  current  year. 

The  Commissioners  have  to  report  that  the  Income  derived  from 
their  Estates  during  the  past  year  has  been  practically  stationar}-, 
as  a  considerable  diminution  in  the  receipts  from  Tithe  Rent- 
charges  and  an  increase  in  certain  outgoings  have  been  met  by 
increased  receipts  from  Ground  Rents  and  Minerals.  There  has 
l)eeD,  however,  a  material  increase  in  Interest  and  Dividends,  and 
after  again  setting  apart  as  (kpital  a  cum  of  85,0002.  out  of 
their  receipts  from  minerals  towards  meeting  the  permanent 
charge  upon,  the  Common  Fund  in  respect  of  annual  grants 
geared  prior  to  the  31st  of  Octolnjr,  1^87,  the  Commissioners  are 
in  a  position  to  appropriate  for  the  current  year  a  sum  of 
185,000/.  for  the  augmentation  and  endowment  of  Benefices. 
This  sum  will  be  distriouted  in  the  following  manner  : — 

1.  50,000/.    in    meeting    Benefactions    offered    in    favour    of 

Benefices,  by  grants  of  cai)ital  in  augmentation  of  incomes, 
or  towards  providing  and  improving  parsonage  houses.

each  case  towards  the  maintenance  of  Assistant  Curates  for 
poor  Parishes  where  the  population  is  not  less  than  6,000 
persons. 

3.  45,000/.  in  endowing  Churches  in  public  patronage  to  which 

Districts  have  been  legally  assigned  since  the  date  of  the 
Census  of  1881,  containing  in  each  case  a  population  of 
4,000  persons  at  the  date  of  such  assignment. 

4.  80,000/.  in  meeting  local  claims,   and  cases   to  which   the 

Commissioners  are  already  pledged.

I  BEG  to  report  that  I  have  examined  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Commission  for  the  year  to  31st  October  1898,  and 
that  the  foregoing  Abstracts  of  the  same  are  correct,  subject,  as 
regards  the  Summaries  of  the  Rental  Accounts,  to  the  completion 
of  the  detailed  examination  in  the  Department  of  the  Accounts 
rendered  by  the  Receivers. 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Commissioners,  a 
further  sum  of  85,000/.  has  been  charged  against  the  Common 
Fund  in  the  accounts  of  the  past  year,  and  set  apart  by  transfer  to 
the  Benefices  Augmented  and  Endowed  Capital  Account  (No.  2), 
towards  securing  the  Capital  represented  by  Annual  Grants  charged 
upon  the  Common  Fund  prior  to  31st  October  1887,  as  mentioned 
in  previous  Reports.  The  sums  thus  set  apart  in  respect  of 
those  Grants  now  amount  to  415,000/. 

The  Balances  of  Cash  and  Stock  on  31st  October  last  have 
been  verified  by  Certificates  obtained  from  the  Bank  of  England 
and  by  inspection  of  the  Certificates  of  the  Kailway  Debenture 
Stock*  &c.,  held  by  the  Commissioners.

The  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England  submit,  in 
accordance  with  the  26th  Section  of  the  Act  13  &  14  Vict.  c.  94, 
and  the  10th  Section  of  the  Act  17  &  18  Vict.  c.  116,  a  Report 
of  their  proceedings  for  the  year  preceding  the  1st  of  Novemoer, 
1899. 

An  abstract  of  the  accounts  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  same 
period  is  annexed,  in  compliance  with  the  directions  of  the  first- 
named  Act.  See  Appendix,  No.  1.  The  Report  of  the  Auditor 
will  be  found  at  page  22. 

-  The  grants  which  have  been  secured  by  the  Commissioners  to 
Benefices,  Districts,  and  New  Parishes  during  the  past  year, 
including  grants  for  one  year  only  to  certain  Benefices  within  the 
Parish  of  Manchester,  and  including  also  a  grant  made  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Rochdale  Vicarage  Act,  1866,  are  enumerated  in 
the  Appendix,  Nos.  2,  3,  4,  and  5.  The  Instruments  for  con- 
firming such  grants  appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  32. 

Certain  grants  have  also  been  made  by  the  Commissioners  to 
meet  benefactions  under  the  provisions  of  the  15th  Section  of  the 
Act  23  &  24  Vict.  c.  124,  with  a  view  to  ma&in^  temporary 
provision  for  the  cure  of  souls  in  districts  in  which  hrge  masses 
of  population  are  collected  for  the  purpose  of  working  mines.  The 
particulars  of  these  grants  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  No.  6. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  29  &  30  Vict.  c.  Ill,  s.  9, 
certain  Benefices  have  been  endowed  or  augmented  through  the 
medium  of  the  Commissioners.  The  particulars  of  these  cases 
appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  7.

The  particulars  relating  to  the  augmentation  of  a  Benefice 
nnder  tne  provisions  of  ^^The  Lord  Chancellor's  Augmentation 
Act,  1863,"  are  specified  in  the  Appendix,  Nos.  8  and  9. 

Schemes  have  been  passed  for  augmenting  the  incomes  of 
certain  Benefices  out  of  the  incomes  of  certain  other  Benefices  ; 
for  transferring  or  assigning  the  patronage  of  certain  Benefices  ; 
and  for  exchanging  the  patronage  of  certain  Benefices.  See 
Appendix,  Nos.  10,  11,  and  12. 

Under  "The  Church  Building  Acts,"  and  "The  New  Parishes 
Acts,"  the  following  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Commissioners,  viz. : — 

Twenty-six  Districts  have  been  constituted  or  assigned  under 
the  designation  of  either — 

1.  District  Chapelries.     See  Appendix,  No.  13.

A  tabular  statement  showing  the  various  classes  of  Districts, 
and  the  number  of  Districts  in  each  class,  which  were  formed 
by  the  late  Church  Building  Commissioners  during  the 
•  period  of  the  existence  of  that  Board,  and  by  the  Ecclesia?tical 
Commissioners  up  to  the  1st  of  November,  1898,  and  also  the 
classes  and  numbers  of  Districts  formed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners  in  the  year  preceding  the  1st  of  November, 
1899,  is  given  in  the  Appendix,  No.  16.

63 
and  the  Acts  therein  referred  to,  Schemes  have  been  passed  by 
which  the  re*arrangement  of  certain  Rural  Deaneries  in  the 
Dioceses  of  Hereford,  Newcastle,  and  Ely  have  been  effected.

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  17  &  18  Vict.  c.  116, 
a  Schedule  is  annexed  of  all  sales  of  reversions,  and  enfranchise- 
ments of  copyholds,  and  purchases  of  leasehold  or  copyhold 
interests  effected,  and  also  of  all  cases  of  refusal,  with  the  special 
reasons  for  the  same.

Under  the  llth  section  of  the  Benefices  Act,  1898  ^61  &  62 
Vict.  c.  48),  the  Commissioners  are  to  defray  out  of  their  Common 
Fund  the  expenses  of  the  sittings  of  the  Court  constituted  by  the 
Act  and  the  remuneration  of  its  officers  and  all  expenses  incurred 
in  respect  of  proceedings  in  the  Court.  The  amount  of  such 
salaries  and  expenses  already  defrayed  appears  in  the  Common 
Fund  Account.     See  Appendix  No.  1,  page  6. 

The  Commissioners  have  much  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  the 
income  derived  from  their  estates  has  been  steaaily  maintained 
and  that  the  improved  condition  of  Agriculture  is  shown  not  only 
by  a  slight  increase  in  rents,  but  by  a  diminution  in  the 
amount  of  allowances,  and  of  arrears.  The  fall  in  the  value 
of  Tithe  Rent  Charge,  which  still  continues,  has  been  met  by 
an  additional  amount  of  rentcharge  which  has  come  into  posses^ 
sion  by*  the  expiration  of  certain  leases.  Ground  rents  show  a 
material  increase,  but  on  the  other  hand  there  has  been  a  large 
outlay  in  the  construction  of  roads  for  the  development  of  new 
buildmg  estates.  The  receipts  from  minerals  continue  with  little 
variation  at  the  large  amount  attained  during  the  past  three  years. 
In  addition  to  the  improved  income  derived  from  the  Rental  there 
has  also  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  Dividends  on 
Stocks  and  Interest  upon  Mortgages  and  other  investments.  After 
setting  apart  another  sum  of  85,000^.  out  of  their  mineral 
receipts  towards  meeting  the  permanent  charge  in  respect  of 
annual  grants  secured  prior  to  the  31st  of  October,  1887,  as  well 
as  the  capital  required  to  meet  the  new  grants  secured  during  the 
year,  the  Commissioners  have  been  able  without  seriously 
diminishing  the  balance  of  the  Common  Fund  Account  to 
provide  the  additional  sum  which  had  to  be  paid  in  consequence 
of  the  change  from  half-yearly  to  quarterly  payments  which  was 
contemplated  in  the  51st  neport. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  having  regard  to  the 
improvement  in  certain  items  of  their  revenue,  they  will  be 
justified  in  making  an  appropriation  of  200,000/.  for  the  augmen- 
tation and  endowment  of  Benefices  for  the  current  year.  Without 
departing  from  the  practice  of  setting  apart  capital  to  provide  for 
all  jearlv  stipends  permanently  charged  upon  tne  Common  Fund, 
which  they  consider  necessary  to  ensure  the  stability  of  their 
financial  position,  the  Commissioners  have  determined  to  devote  a 
specified  portion  of  the  appropriation  for  the  year  in  making 
temporary  grants  towards  the  maintenance  of  Assistant  Curates  in 
large  parishes  where  it  is  desirable  that  more  adequate  provision 
shoulcf  be  made  for  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  population,  and 
where  the   remainder  of  the  stipend  of  the   Curate   is  supplied

by  pri^'ate  benefactions.  It  is  proposed  to  expend  a  sum  of 
60002.  in  this  manner  out  of  the  200,000/.,  and  tne  remainder  of 
that  sum  will  be  distributed  as  follows  : — 

1.  52,000/.    in   meeting    Benefactions    offered    in    favour    of 

Benefices,  by  gran^  of  capital  in  augmentation  of  incomes, 
or  towards  providing  and  improving  parsonage  houses. 

2.  8,000/.  in  meeting  benefactions  of  not  less  than  2,000/.  in 

each  case  towards  the  maintenance  of  Assistant  Curates  for 
poor  Parishes  where  the  population  is  not  less  than  6,000 
persons. 

3.  45,000/.  in  endowing  Churches  in  public  patronage  to  which 

Districts  have  been  legally  assigned  since  the  date  of  the 
Census  of  1881,  containing  in  each  case  a  population  of 
4,000  persons  at  the  date  of  such  assignment. 

4.  89,000/*  in  meeting  local  claims,  and  cases  to  which  the 

Oonmiisgioners  are  already  pledged. 

During  a  period  of  fifty-nine  years,  extending  from  1840  (when 
the  Common  Fund  was  first  created)  to  the  31st  of  October 
last,  the  Commissioners  have  augmented  and  endowed  about 
5,800  Benefices  by  annual  payments  charged  on  the  Fund ;  by 
capital  sums  expended  in  the  provision  of  parsonage  houses,  &o. ; 
and  by  the  annexation  of  lands,  tithe  rontcharges,  &c.  The  value 
of  these  grants  exceeds  823,085/.  per  annum  in  perpetuity,  and 
is  equivalent  to  a  capital  sum  of,  say,  24,764,300/.  The  value 
of  Benefactions,  consisting  of  lands,  tithe  and  other  rentcharges, 
stock,  cash,  &c.,  secured  to  Benefices,  and  met  for  the  most  part 
bj  grants  from  the  Commissioners,  exceeds  190,830/.  per  annum 
in  perpetuity,  and  is  equivalent  to  a.  permanent  increase  of 
endowment  of,  say,  5,724,900/.  A  sum  of  not  less  than  27,000/. 
per  annum  is  also  contributed  by  Benefactors  to  meet  the  Commis- 
sioners' grants  for  curates  in  mining  districts.  The  total  increase 
in  the  incomes  of  Benefices  thus  resulting  from  the  operations  of 
the  Commissioners  exceeds  1,040,915/.  per  annum,  and  may  be 
taken  to  represent  a  capital  sum  of  31,299,200/.

I  BBQ  to  report  that  I  have  examined  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Commission  for  the  year  to  Slst  October  1899,  and 
that  the  foregoing  Abstracts  of  the  same  are  correct,  subject,  as 
regards  the  Summaries  of  the  Rental  Accounts,  to  the  completion 
of  the  detailed  examination  in  the  Department  of  the  Accounts 
rendered  by  the  Receivers. 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Commissioners,  a 
further  sum  of  85,000/.  has  been  chained  against  the  Common 
Fxmd  in  the  accounts  of  the  past  year,  and  set  apart  by  transfer  to 
the  Benefices  Augmented  and  Endowed  Capital  Account  (No.  2), 
towards  securing  the  Capital  represented  by  Annual  Grants  charged 
upon  the  Common  Fund  prior  to  Slst  October  1887,  as  mentioned 
in  previous  Reports.  The  sums  thus  set  apart  in  respect  of 
those  Orants  now  amount  to  500,000/. 

The  Balances  of  Cash  and  Stock  on  Slst  October  last  have 
been  verified  by  Certificates  obtained  from  the  Bank  of  England 
and  London  and  Westminster  Bank,  and  by  inspection  of  the 
Certificates  of  the  Railway  Debenture  Stock,  &c.,  held  by  the

The  Ecclesiiistical  Commissioners  for  England  sabmit,  in 
accordance  with  the  26th  Section  of  the  Act  18  &  14  Vict,  c.  94, 
and  the  10th  Section  of  the  Act  17  &  18  Vict.  c.  116,  a  Report 
of  their  proceedings  for  the  year  preceding  the  1st  of  November, 
1900. 

An  abstract  of  the  accounts  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  same 
period  is  annexed,  in  compliance  with  the  directions  of  the  first- 
named  Act.  See  Appendix,  No.  1.  The  Uei)ort  of  the  Auditor 
will  be  found  at  page  22. 

The  grants  which  have  b«3en  secured  by  the  Commissioners  to 
Benefices,  Districts,  and  New  Parishes  during  the  past  year, 
including  grants  for  one  year  only  to  certain  Benefices  w^ithin  the 
Parish  of  Manchester,  and  including  ako  a  grant  made  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Rochdale  Vicarage  Act,  1866,  are  enumerated  in 
the  Appendix,  Nos.  2,  3,  4,  and  5.  The  Instruments  for  con- 
firming such  grants  appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  33. 

Certain  grants  have  also  been  made  by  the  Commissioners  to 
meet  benefactions  under  the  provisions  of  the  15th  Section  of  the 
Act  23  &  24  Vict.  c.  124,  with  a  view  to  making  temporary 
provision  for  the  cure  of  souls  in  districts  in  v/hich  large  nuisses 
of  population  are  collected  for  the  purjioso  of  working  mines.  The 
particulars  of  these  grants  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  No.  6. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  29  &  30  Vict.  c.  Ill,  s.  9, 
certain  Benefices  have  been  endowed  or  augmented  through  the 
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medium  of  the  Commissioners.    The  particulars  of  these  cases 
appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  7. 

The  particulars  relating  to  the  augmentation  of  Benefices 
under  the  provisions  of  ''The  Lord  Cnancellor's  Augmentation 
Act,  1863,    are  specified  in  the  Appendix,  No.  8. 

Schemes  have  been  passed  for  augmenting  the  incomes  of 
certain  Benefices  out  of  the  incomes  of  certain  other  Benefices  ; 
for  transferring  or  assigning  the  patronage  of  certain  Benefices  ; 
and  for  exchanging  the  patronage  of  certain  Benefices.  See 
Appendix,  Nos.  9,  10,  and  11. 

A  Scheme  has  been  passed  in  pursuance  of  the  Acts  23  &  24 
Vict.  c.  142,  and  61  &  62  Vict.  c.  23,  for  eflecting  the  Union  of 
two  Gontigaous  Benefices  situate  within  the  Metropolis  and 
within  the  City  and  Diocese  of  London,  namely,  the  Benefice  of 
Saint  Giles,  Cripplegate  (being  a  Vicarage)  and  the  Benefice  of 
(Saint  Bartholomew),  Little  Moorfields  (being  a  Vicarage),  and  for 
effecting  certain  other  measures  incidental  to  or  arising  out  of 
such  Union.

Oounnissioners  as  Churches  for  Districts  or  New  Parishes.

In  eleven  cases  Tables  of  Fees  hare  been  authorised.  See 
Appendix,  No.  20. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  Conveyances  of  Sites  for  churches, 
burial  grounds,  parsonage  houses,  and  glebe  respectively  have 
-been  accepted.     See  Appendix,  No.  21. 

The  Commissioners  have,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of 
Bangor,  passed  a  Scheme  under  the  Act  6'&  7  Will.  4  c.  77  and 
5  Vict.  sess.  2  c.  26,  for  providing  the  Bishop  with  a  more  con- 
venient house  of  residence.     See  Appendix,  No.  32,  page  32. 

Under  this  Scheme  the  house  and  premises  situate  m  the  City 
of  Bangor  have  been  sold  and  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sale  have 
been  npplied  towards  the  purchase  of  the  house  and  premises 
known  as  *' Glyn  Garth,"  in  the  Parish  of  Llnndegfan,  in  the 
County  of  Anglesey.  The  additional  sum  needed  for  acquiring 
the  new  episcopal  residence  has  been  provitled  by  means  of  a 
mortgage  of  the  revenues  of  the  Bishoprick  without  creatin;^  any 
charge  upon  the  funds  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners. 
See  Appendi!^,  No.  32,  page  74. 

Two  sums  of  10,O0OZ.  each  having  been  received  by  the 
C/Oumiissioners  for  the  account  of  the  Newcastle  Chapter  Endow- 
ment Fund,  the  Commissioners,  in  pursuance  of  the  "  Newcastle 
Chapter  Act,  18^4,"  certified  to  Her  late  Majesty,  by  an  instru- 
ment under  their  Common  Seal  bearing  date  the  26th  July,  1900. 
that  the  net  income  of  the  fund  would  provide  for  each  of  two 
Residentiary  Canonries  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Newcastle 
a  niininmui  income  of  300/.  per  annum.  A  further  sum  of 
6,666/.  135.  4d.  was  subsequently  received  by  the  Commissioners 
for  the  account  of  the  same  Fund,  in  order  that  the  income  of 
one  of  such  two  Residentiary  Canonries  might  be  raised  to 
500/.  per  annum. 

In  accordance  with  the  jirovisions  of  the  Act  37  &  38  Vict.  c.  63 
and  the  Acts  therein  referred  to,  a  Scheme  has  been  passed  by 
which  the  re-arrangement  of  certain  Rural  Deaneries  in  the 
Diocese  of  Winchester  has  been  eflfected.     See  Api>endix  No.  22. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  17  &  18  Vict.  c.  116, 
a  Schedule  is  annexed  of  all  sales  of  reversions,  and  enfranchise- 
ments of  copyholds,  and  purchases  of  leasehold  or  copyhold 
interests  effected,  and  also  of  all  case?  of  refusal,  with  the  special 
reasons  for  the  same.     See  Appendix,  Nos.  23  and  24. 
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A  list  of  the  sales  effected  and  of  tfae  leases  granted  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Commissioners,  under  the  authority  of  "  The 
Ecclesiastical  Leasing  Acts/'  and  the  Act  24  &  25  Vict.  c.  105,  is 
given  in  the  Appendix,  Nos.  25,  26,  and  27. 

A  list  of  Benefices  on  behalf  of  which  Railway  Stocks  have 
been  transferred  into  the  name  of  the  Commissioners  in  respect  of 
Endowments,  Ac,  provided  by  Benefactors  is  given  m  the 
Appendix,  No.  28. 

A  list  of  Benefices  for  which  Government  Stocks  and  other 
Securities  derived  from  the  investment  of  Purchase  Moneys 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Glebe  Lands  Act,  1888,  have  been 
transferred  into  the  name  of  the  Commissioners,  is  given  in  the 
Appendix,  No.  29. 

The  particulars  of  certain  grants  voted  by  the  Commissioners 
out  of  the  moneys  paid  over  to  them  under  the  provisions  of  the 
City  of  London  Parochial  Charities  Act,  1883,  will  bo  found  in 
the  Appendix,  No.  30. 

A  Return  of  Superannuation  Allowances  granted  under  the  Act 
28  and  21)  Vict.  c.  6H  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  No.  31. 

Copies  of  all  Schemes  and  Representations  prepared  by  the 
C'ommissioners  and  sanctioned  and  approved  by  Her  late  Majesty 
in  Council,  an^l  Copies  of  all  Instruments  sealed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners and  published  in  the  '*  London  Gazette,"  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix,  Nos.  32,  33  and  34. 

Under  the  1 1th  section  of  the  Benefices  Act,  1898  (61  &  62 
Vict.  c.  48),  the  Commissioners  are  to  defray  out  of  their  Common 
Fund  the  expenses  of  the  sittings  of  the  Court  constituted  by  the 
Act  and  the  remuneration  of  its  ofiicers  and  all  expenses  incurred 
in  respect  of  proceedings  in  the  Court.  The  amount  of  the 
salaries  of  the  Registrar  and  CJlerk  appears  in  the  Common  Fund 
Account.     See  Appendix  No.  1,  page  6. 

The  Commissioners  have  again  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that 
their  income  has  been  well  maintiiined.  In  addition  lo  an 
increase  in  dividends  and  interest,  the  receipts  from  mineral 
property  have  risen  to  an  cx(^eptional  amount  owing  to  the  favour- 
able conditions  which  have  recently  afflicted  the  cuuil  t  ratio. 
Several  other  items  of  the  rental  show  improvement,  and  there 
luis  been  a  general  diminution  in  the  outgoings  a[)art  from  tlio 
special  outlay  required  to  close  the  arcount>  of  certain  farniri 
temporarily  in  hand.  The  expenditure  upon  construction  of  roads 
for  the  development  of  new  building  estates  has  been  considerably 
larger  than  in  previous  years.  After  setting  apart  the  sum  of 
135,000/.   out    of    the    mineral    receipts    towards    meeting    the 
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permanent  charge  in  respect  of  annual  grants  secured  prior  to  the 
81st  Octoher,  1887,  and  the  capital  sum  of  198,808/.  to  provide 
for  the  grants  secured  during  the  past  year,  the  balance  of  the 
Common  Fund  remains  nearly  stationary.  In  view  of  these 
considerations  the  Commissioners  feel  justified  in  making  another 
appropriation  of  200,000/.  for  the  augmentation  and  endowment 
of  Benefices  for  the  current  year. 

In  pursuance  of  the  determination  stated  in  the  Fifty-second 
Report,  one  hundred  temporary  grants  towards  the  maintenance 
of  additional  Assistant  Curates  in  large  parishes  have  been 
allocated,  and  the  Commissioners  now  propose  to  make  about  fifty 
more  grants  of  this  character  to  cases  not  already  dealt  with. 

In  respect  of  the  temporary  grants  already  secured  only  4,500/. 
will  be  actually  payable  out  pf  this  year's  appropriation,  leaving 
a  balance  of  195,500/.  which  it  is  proposed  to  distribute  as 
follows : — 


1 .  52,000/.  in  meeting  Benefactions  offered  in  favour  of  Benefices, 

by  grants  of  capital  in  augmentation  of  incomes,  or  towards 
providing  and  improving  parsonage  houses. 

2.  8,000/.  in  meeting  Benefactions  of  not  less  than  2,000/.  in 

each  case  towards  the  maintenance  of  Assistant  Curates  for 
poor  Parishes  where  the  population  is  not  less  than  6,000 
persons. 

3.  45,000/.  in  endowing  Churches  in  public  patronage  to  which 

Districts  have  been  legally  assigned  since  the  date  of  the 
Census  of  1881,  containing  in  each  case  a  population  of 
4,000  persons  at  the  date  of  such  assignment. 

4.  90,500/.  in  meeting  local  claims,   and  cases  to  which  the 

Commissioners  are  already  pledged. 

Dnring  a  period  of  sixty  years,  extending  from  1840  (when 
the  Common  Fund  was  first  created)  to  the  31st  of  October 
last,  the  Commissioners  have  augmented  and  endowed  about 
5,800  Benefices  by  annual  payments  charged  on  the  Fimd ;  by 
capital  sums  expended  in  the  provision  of  parsonage  houses,  &c. ; 
and  by  the  annexation  of  lands,  tithe  rentcharges,  &c.  The  value 
of  these  grants  exceeds  828,980/.  per  annum  in  perpetuity,  and 
is  equivalent  to  a  capit^il  sum  of,  say,  24,947,200/.  The  value 
of  Benefactions,  consisting  of  lands,  tithe  and  other  rentcharges, 
stock,  cash,  Ac,  secured  to  Benefices,  and  ipet  for  the  most  part 
by  grants  from  the  Commissioners,  exceeds  193,690/.  per  annum 
in  perpetuity,  and  is  equivalent  to  a  permanent  increase  of 
endowment  of,  say,  5,810,700/.    A  sum  of  not  less  than  27,000/. 
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per  annum  is  also  contrihntod  l)v  Benofactor?  to  nieot  the  Commis- 
sioners' ijrants  for  curates  in  minin<i  district?.  The  total  increas^e 
in  the  incomes  of  Benefices  thus  resulting  from  the  operations  of 
the  Commissioners  exceeds  1,049,670/.  per  annum,  and  may  Ikj 
taken  to  represent  a  ca[>ital  sum  of  31,567,900/.

I  BEG  to  report  that  I  have  examined  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Commission  for  the  year  to  31st  October  1900,  and 
that  the  foregoing  Abstracts  of  the  same  are  correct,  subject,  as 
regards  the  Summaries  of  the  Rental  Accounts,  to  the  completion 
of  the  detailed  examination  in  the  Department  of  the  Accounts 
rendered  by  the  Receivers. 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Commissioners,  a 
further  sum  of  135,000/.  has  been  charged  against  the  Common 
Fund  in  the  accounts  of  the  past  year,  and  set  apart  by  transfer  to 
the  Benefices  Augmented  and  Endowed  Capital  Account  (No.  2), 
towards  securing  the  Capital  represented  by  Annual  Grants  charged 
upon  the  Common  Fund  prior  to  31st  October  1887,  as  mentioned 
in  previous  Reports.  The  sums  thus  set  apart  in  respect  of 
those  Grants  now  amount  to  635,000/. 

The  Balances  of  Cash  and  Stock  on  31  st  October  last  have 
been  verified  by  Certificates  obtained  from  the  Bank  of  England 
and  London  and  Westminster  Bank,  and  by  inspection  of  the 
Certificates  of  the  Railway  Debenture  Stock,  &c.,  held  by  the 
Commissioners.

The  EccleBiastical  CommissionerB  for  England  submit,  in 
accordance  with  the  26th  Section  of  the  Act  13  &  14  Vict.  c.  94, 
and  the  lOth  Section  of  the  Act  17  &  18  Vict.  c.  116,  a  Report 
of  their  proceedings  for  the  year  preceding  the  1st  of  November, 
190K 

An  abstract  of  the  accounts  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  same 
period  is  annexed,  in  compliance  with  {he  directions  of  the  first- 
named  Act.  See  Appendix,  No.  1.  The  Report  of  the  Auditor 
will  be  found  at  page  22. 

The  grants  which  have  been  secured  by  the  Commissioners  to 
Benefices,  Districts,  and  New  Parishes  during  the  past  year, 
including  grants  for  one  year  only  to  certain  Benefices  within 
the  Parish  of  Manchester,  are  enumerated  in  the  Appendix,  Nos. 
2,  3,  4,  and  5.  The  Instruments  for  confirming  such  grants 
appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  36. 

Certain  grants  have  also  been  made  by  the  Commissioners  to 
meet  benefactions  under  the  provisions  of  the  15th  Section  of  the 
Act  23  &  24  Vict.  c.  124,  with  a  view  to  making  temporary 
provision  for  the  cure  of  souls  in  districts  in  which  large  masses 
of  population  are  collected  for  the  purpose  oi  working  mines. 
The  particulars  of  these  grants  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix, 
No.  6,  - 
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Certain  new  temporary  grants  at  the  rate  of  £60^  a  year, 
which  have  been  voted  for  a  period  of  three  years  towards 
providing  stipends  of  £120  per  annum  for  the  maintenance  of 
additional  Assistant  Curates  for  populous  Parishes  or  Parishes 
with  extensive  areas,  are  given  in  Appendix,  No.  7. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  29  &  30  Vict.  c.  Ill,  s.  9, 
certain  Benefices  have  been  endowed  or  augmented  through  the 
medium  of  the  Commissioners.  The  particulars  of  these  cases 
appear  in  the  Appendix,  No.  8. 

The  particulars  relating  to  the  augmentation  of  Benefices 
under  the  provisions  of  *^  The  Lord  Chancellor's  Augmentation 
Act,  1863, '  are  specified  in  the  Appendix,  Nos.  9,  10,  and  11. 

Schemes  have  been  passed  for  augmenting  the  incomes  of 
certain  Benefices  out  of  the  incomes  of  certain  other  Benefices ; 
for  transferring  or  assigning  the  patronage  of  certain  Benefices  ; 
and  for  exchanging  the  patronage  of  certain  Benefices.  See 
Appendix,  Nos.  12,  13,  and  14. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  23  &  24  Vict.  c.  142,  and 
61  &  62  Vict.  c.  23,  Schemes  have  been  passed  for  uniting  the 
undermentioned  Benefices  and  for  efiTecting  certain  other  measures 
connected  therewith,  namely  : — 

1.  The  Benefice  of  All  Saints,  Knightsbridge,  and  the 

Benefice  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Knightsbridge,  both 
in  the  City  of  Westminster  and  Diocese  of  London. 
See  Appendix,  No.  35,  p.  127. 

2.  The    Benefice    of    Saint    Mary-at-Hill  with    Saint 

Andrew  Hubbard,  and  the  Benefice  of  Saint 
George,  Botolph  Lane,  with  Saint  Botolph, 
Billingsgate,  both  in  the  City  and  Diocese  of 
London.     See  Appendix,  No.  35,  p.  234. 

Under  "  The  Church  Building  Acts,"  and  "  The  New  Parishes 
Acts,"  the  following  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Ci>mmissioner8,  viz. : — 

Twenty-seven  Districts  have  been  constituted  or  assigned 
under  the  designation  of  either — 

1.  District  Chapelries.     See  Appendix,  No.  15. 

2.  Consolidated  Chapelries.     See  Appendix,  No.  16. 

3.  Districts  and  New  Parishes.     See  Appendix,  No.  17 


A  tabular  statement  showing  the  rarious  classes  of  Districts, 
and  the  number  of  Districts  in  each  class,  which  were 
formed  by  the  late  Church  Building  Commissioners  during 
the  period  of  the  existence  of  that  Board,  and  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  up  to  the  1st  of  November, 
1900,  and  also  the  classes  and  numbers  of  Districts  formed 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  in  the  year  preceding 
the  Ist  of  November,  1901,  is  g^ven  in  the  Appendix, 
No.  18. 

The  boundaries  of  nineteen  Districts  or  New  Parishes  have 
been  altered.     See  Appendix,  No.  19. 

Orders  under  the  Act  19  &  20  Vict.  c.  104«  s.  11,  authorising 
the  performance  of  the  offices  of  Marriage,  Baptism, 
Churching,  and  Burial,  have  been  issued  by  the  Commis- 
sioners in  two  cases.     See  Appendix,  No.  20. 

In  six  cases  new  Churches  have  been  substituted  for  old  or 
existing  Parish  Churches.     See  Appendix,  No.  21. 

In  six  cases  Churches  have  been  formally  approved  b^  the 
Commissioners  as  Churches  for  Districts  or  New  Parishes. 
See  Appendix,  No.  22. 

In  twenty-one  cases  Tables  of  Fees  have  been  authorised. 
See  Appendix,  No.  23. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  Conveyances  of  Sites  for  churches, 
burial  grounds,  parsonage  houses,  and  glebe  respectively 
have  been  accepted.     See  Appendix,  No.  24. 

The  Commissioners  have  now  made  arrangements  for  the 
conduct  within  their  own  office  of  the  legal  business  connected 
with  the  acceptance  of  such  Conveyances  whereby  Donors  and 
others  will  in  ftiture  be  entirely  relieved  of  the  amount  heretofore 
payable  by  them  in  respect  of  the  costs  of  the  Commissioners' 
oolicitors. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  37  and  38  Vict, 
c.  63,  and  the  Acts  therein  referred  to.  Schemes  have  been  passed 
by  which  the  re-arrangement  of  certain  Rural  Deaneries  in  the 
Dioceses  of  Bristol,  Rochester  and  Manchester  has  been  effected. 
See  Appendix,  No.  25. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  17  &  18  Vict, 
c.  116,  a  Schedule  is  annexed  of  all  sales  of  reversions,  and 
enfranchisements  of  copyholds,  and  purchases  of  leasehold  or 
copyhold  interests  effected.     See  Appendix,  No.  26. 
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A  liflt  of  the  Bales  eflfected  and  of  the  leasee  granted  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Commissioners,  under  the  authority  of  *^The 
ficdesiastical  Leasing  Acts,*'  '^  The  Leeds  Vicarage  Act,"  and 
the  Act  24  &  25  Vict.  c.  105,  is  given  in  the  Appoidix, 
Nos.  27,  28,  29  and  30. 

A  list  of  Benefices  on  behalf  of  which  Railway  Stocks,  &c., 
have  been  transferred  into  the  name  of  the  Commissioners  in 
respect  of  Endowments,  &c.,  provided  by  Benefactors,  is  given  in 
the  Appendix,  No.  31. 

A  list  of  Benefices  for  which  Government  Stocks  and  other 
Securities  derived  from  the  investment  of  Purchase  Moneys 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Glebe  Lands  Act,  1888,  have  been 
transferred  into  the  name  of  the  Commissioners,  is  given  in  the 
Appendix,  No.  32. 

The  particulars  of  certain  grants  voted  by  the  Commissioners 
out  of  the  moneys  paid  over  to  them  under  the  provisions  of  the 
City  of  London  Parochial  Charities  Act,  1883,  will  be  found  in 
the  Appendix,  No.  33. 

A  Return  of  Superannuation  Allowances  granted  under  the 
Act  28  &  29  Vict.  c.  68,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  No.  34. 

Copies  of  all  Schemes  and  Representations  prepared  by  the 
Commissioners  and  sanctioned  and  approved  by  The  Sovereign 
in  Council,  and  Copies  of  all  Instruments  sealed  by  the  Com- 
missioners and  published  in  the  ^'  London  Gazette,"  mil  be  found 
in  the  Appendix,  Nos.  35,  36  and  37. 

Under  the  11th  section  of  the  Benefices  Act,  1898  (61  &  62 
Vict.  c.  48),  the  Commissioners  are  to  defray  out  of  their 
Common  Fund  the  expenses  of  the  sittings  of  the  Court  con- 
stituted by  the  Act  and  the  remuneration  of  its  officers  and  all 
expenses  incurred  in  respect  of  proceedings  in  the  Court.  The 
amount  of  the  salaries  oi  the  Registrar  and  Clerk  appears  in  the 
Common  Fund  Accoimt.     See  Appendix  No.  1,  page  6. 

Commutations  of  fees  (other  than  those  for  services  rendered), 
payable  by  Burial  Boards  to  Incumbents,  have  been  ananged 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  the  Burial  Act,  1900,  in  five 
cases,  namely  :  Addlestone  Saint  Paul,  Saint  Mary  Cray, 
Newport  Pagnell,  Ely  Holy  Trinity,  and  Ely  Saint  Mary. 

The  Commissioners  have  much  satisfaction  in  again  reporting 
that  their  income  continues  to  be  well  maintained ;  the  receipts 
from  dividends  and  interest,  house  property  and  ground  rents 
and  minerals  each  showing  a  considerable  increase,  while  there 
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has  been  a  diminution  in  the  arrears  and  in  some  of  the  out- 
goings. Against  the  improved  return  from  ground  rents  must 
be  placed  uie  additional  expenditure  upon  the  construction  of 
roads  for  the  development  of  building  estates,  and  a  further 
outlay  in  the  erection  of  tenement  houses  in  Westminster  for  the 
re-housing  of  the  working  people  dispossessed  by  the  demolition 
of  old  property.  As  the  large  receipts  from  minerals  arise  from 
exceptional  causes  which  may  not  continue,  the  Commissioners 
have  thought  it  prudent  for  this  year  to  increase  to  150,000/.  the 
amount  set  apart  from  this  source  towards  meeting  the  permanent 
charge  in  respect  of  annual  grants  secured  prior  to  the  3 1st  of 
October,  1887.  After  meeting  the  other  annual  charges  upon 
the  Common  Fund,  and  providing  the  capital  required  for  the 
new  grants  of  the  year,  the  balance  shows  an  improvement  which 
allows  the  appropriation  for  the  endowment  and  augmentation  of 
Benefices  for  the  current  year  to  be  increased  to  225,000/. 

In  pursuance  of  the  determination  stated  in  the  Fifty-second 
Report,  one  hundred  and  fifty  temporary  grants  towards  the 
maintenance  of  additional  Assistant  Curates  in  large  parishes 
have  been  allocated,  and  the  Commissioners  now  propose  to  make 
about  fifty  more  grants  of  this  character  to  cases  not  already 
dealt  with. 

In  respect  of  the  temporary  grants  already  secured  a  sum  of 
8,250/.  only  will  be  actually  chargeable  against  this  year's 
appropriation,  leaving  a  balance  of  216,750/.,  which  it  is  proposed 
to  distribute  as  follows  : — 

1.  64,000/.  in  meeting   Benefactions  offered  in  favour    of 

Benefices,  by  grants  of  capital  in  augmentation  of 
incomes,  or  towards  providing  and  improving  parsonage 
houses. 

2.  6,000/.  in  meeting  Benefactions  of  not  less  than  2,000/.  in 

each  case  towards  the  maintenance  of  Assistant  Curates 
for  poor  Parishes  where  the  population  is  not  less  than 
6,000  persons. 

3.  45,000/.  in  endowing   Churches   in   pubUc   patronage   to 

which  Districts  have  been  legally  assigned  since  the 
date  of  the  Census  of  1881,  containing  in  each  case 
a  population  of  4,000  persons  at  the  date  of  such 
assignment. 

4.  20,000/.  in  grants  in  special  cases  where  the  population 

exceeds  15,000  and  tne  income  does  not  exceed  300/. 

5.  81,750/.  in  meeting  local  claims,  and  cases  to  which  the 

Commissioners  are  already  pledged. 


During  a  period  of  Bixtj-one  years,  extending  from  1840 
(when  tne  Cfommon  Fund  was  first  created)  to  the  Slst  of 
October  last,  the  Commissioners  have  augmented  and  endowed 
about  5,900  Benefices  by  annual  payments  charged  on  the  Fund  ; 
by  capital  sums  expended  in  the  provision  of  parsonage  houses, 
&c.;  and  by  the  annexation  of  lands,  tithe  rentcharges,  &c. 
The  value  of  these  grants  exceeds  835,0002.  per  annum  in 
perpetuity,  and  is  equivalent  to  a  capital  sum  of,  say,  25,134,800/. 
The  value  of  Benefactions,  consisting  of  lands,  tithe  and  other 
rentcharges,  stock,  cash,  &c.,  secured  to  Benefices,  and  met  for 
the  most  part  by  grants  from  the  Commissioners,  exceeds 
196,965/.  per  annum  in  perpetuity,  and  is  equivalent  to  a 
permanent  increase  of  endowment  of,  say,  5,908,950/.  A  sum  of 
not  less  than  27,000/.  per  annum  is  also  contributed  by 
Benefactors  to  meet  the  Commissioners'  grants  for  curates  in 
mining  districts.  The  total  increase  in  the  incomes  of  Benefices 
thus  resulting  from  the  operations  of  the  Commissioners  exceeds 
1,058,965/.  per  annum,  and  may  be  taken  to  represent  a  capital 
sum  of  31,853,750/. 

All  which  is  reported  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for 
England.

7  In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Commissioners,  a 
further  sum  of  150,000^.  has  been  charged  against  the  Common
